form, shall be made with all nations that are in treaty with us. The principle 
is already embodied in four treaties — two with England, and two with 
Mexico; — and, with God's blessing on suitable efforts, it may be extended 
in due time to the whole brotherhood of civilized nations, and will then 
suffiee> if used aright under a thoroughly christianized public opinion, to pre- 
vent all wars between them.

We must educate 
them thus ; and we know no better means of securing this result, than the 
monthly perusal of such facts, arguments and appeals as we embody in the 
Advocate of Peace.
